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Claim 15 (Currently amended): A method for making a government issued 
vehicle license plate for the purpose of identifying vehicles comprising the steps of: 

a) providing a m e an s metallic plate for the purpose of displaying 
identification indicia used for vehicle identification; and 

b) displaying a combination of alpha-numeric and non-alphanumeric 
identification indicia used for vehicle identification on said metallic plate, wherein said non- 
alphanumeric identification indicia used for vehicle identification are comprised of 
conventionally recognized symbols.

Claim 20 (New): A method for using a government issued vehicle license plate 
containing non-alphanumeric identification indicia used in the identification of vehicles for the 
purpose of identifying vehicles comprising the steps of: 

a) reading a metallic plate containing a combination of non- 
alphanumeric identification indicia used in the identification of vehicles, wherein said non- 
alphanumeric identification indicia used for vehicle identification are comprised of 
conventionally recognized symbols, and 

b) comparing said combination of non-alphanumeric identification 
indicia to known vehicle registration records to determine ownership of a vehicle. 
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Claim 21 (New): A method of displaying additional identification indicia on a 
government issued vehicle license plate, comprising the steps of: 

a) providing an insert of one or more conventionally recognized symbols 
as non-alphanumeric identification indicia, 

b) combining an insert of said non-alphanumeric identification indicia 
adjacent to alphanumeric identification indicia, and 

c) substituting an insert of said non-alphanumeric identification indicia, in 
lieu of said alphanumeric identification indicia, 

whereby said non-alphanumeric identification indicia satisfies government requirements 
for the license plate function of vehicle identification, and 

whereby said non-alphanumeric identification indicia adjacent to, or in lieu of said alpha- 
numeric identification indicia constitute identification criteria required to issue a government 
approved vehicle license plate. 



Claim 22 (New): The government issued vehicle license plate of claim 
21, wherein said non-alphanumeric identification indicia for the purpose of identifying 
vehicles are selected from the group consisting of a dollar sign, a cents sign, a question mark, an 
exclamation mark, and a lightning bolt symbol. 
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Claim 23 (New): The government issued vehicle license plate of claim 21, 
wherein, any combination of said alphanumeric identification indicia and said non-alpha- 
numeric identification indicia, function as the identification means required to issue a 
specific personalized license plate. 

Claim 24 (New): The government issued vehicle license plate of claim 2 1 , 
wherein, an addition of said non-alphanumeric identification indicia to a previously issued 
personalized license plate containing only said alphanumeric identification indicia, 
functions as new identification means to allow a re-issue of said previously issued per- 
sonalized license plate. 
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
